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If  the  general  government  is  to  retain  the 
powers  over  railway  concessions  specified  in 
this  electee,  then  there  remains  very  little  0[ 
practical  value  to  the  states.  In  such  case 
il  would  be  much  hettcr  for  the  nation  in 
adopl  the  French  centralized  system  at  once 
and  not  make  a  pretense  ol  creating  powers 
of  local  selt-governraent  which  are  not  per- 
mitted to  exist.

There  is  something  both  amusing  and 
pathetic  in  the  surprised  complaints  over  that 
clause  of  the  new  constitution  which  requires 
a  residence  of  seven  and  nine  years  to  ren- 
der a  foreigner  fully  eligible  to  a  seal  in  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  and  Senate  It  must 
be  admitted  that  the  restriction  is  not  alto- 
gether consistent  with  the  act  of  tacit  natu- 
ralization, and  there  is  some  reason,  without 
a  doubt,  why  the  advocates  of  that  original 
wholesale  method  of  making  citizens  should 
now  complain  of  this  subsequent  restriction, 
If  the  foreigner,  resident  hereon  November 
15th,  was  fitted  to  be  admitted  at  once  into 
Brazilian  citizenship  without  further  quali- 
fication, then  the  inference  is  natural  that 
any  foreigner  so  admitted,  who  is  otherwise 
qualified,  is  equally  entitled  to  take  part  in 
the  legislative  counsels  of  the  nation.  It  is 
our  candid  opinion,  however,  that  the  re- 
striction is  wise  anil  proper.  The  mistake 
lies,  not  in  restricting  these  offices  to  those 
resident  in  Brazil  for  a  term  of  years,  but  in 
the  preceding  act  of  tacit  naturalization 
which  tried  to  absorb  the  foreigner  on  cheap 
and  undignified  conditions.  Citizenship  in 
any  country  ought  to  be  valuable  enough  to 
warrant  the  exaction  of  sucli  qualifications 
as  residence,  application  and  an  oath  of 
allegiance. 


The  new  decrees  on  railways  and  immi- 
gration are  worthy  of  special  study.  In 
view  of  the  circumstance  that  general  elec- 
tions are  to  take  place  in  a  trifle  over  two 
months  and  that  Congress  is  to  assemble 
two  months  later  on  to  organize  the  new 
government  and  initiate  necessary  legisla- 
tion, it  would  be  much  better  and  more 
regular  to  leave  all  such  matters 'for  adop- 
tion through  the  customary  channels.  The 
provisional  government,  however,  thinks 
differently,  and  although  none  of  these 
problems  are  vitally  urgent,  and  although 
the  cabinet  is  advocating  a  system  of  local 
and  general  self-government  through  consti- 
tutional process,  the  ministers  are  apparently 
striving  to  accomplish  everything  by  means 
of  arbitrary,  hastily-drawn  decrees.  Four 
or  five  months  arc  certainly  not  a  very  Ion" 
time  to  wait  for  legislative  consideration  of 
such  questions,  and  particularly  so  when  a 
very  delicate  and  important  balance  is  to  be 
created  between  national  and  state  authority 
over  such  questions  as  these.  Aside  Irom 
the  intrinsic  merits  of  these  decrees,  it  is  ev- 
ident that  the  general  government  is  already 
usurping  powers  which  properly  belong  to 
the  states.  The  new  constitution,  which 
will  probably  be  adopted  very  nearly  as  it 
now  stands,  does  not  concede  the  powers 
assumed  by  this  decree  over  the  concession 
of  railways,  hence  it  must  be  admitted  that 
the  government  has  proceeded  to  break  its 
own  compact  almost  before  the  ink  is  dry. 


In  the  matter  of  immigration,  it  must  be 
confessed  that  the  government  has  not  only 
undertaken  a  policy  which  must  inevitably 
infringe  upon  the  rights  and  independence 
of  the  stales,  but  it  has  elected  to  follow  all 
the  bad  precedents  of  the  monarchy.  It  will 
be  impossible  to  carry  out  such  a  scheme  as 
this  without  developing  a  centralized  gov- 
ernment, which  assumes  the  paternal  r6Ie 
of  fostering  and  protecting  industries  and 
regulating  all  their  proceedings.  Importing 
laborers  for  them  implies  legalized  contracts 
and  subsequent  inspection  and  interference. 
But,  then,  why  should  the  national  govern- 
ment undertake  to  seek  laborers  among  the 
subjects  of  foreign  slates,  binding  them  by 
contracts  to  do  certain  things,  and  then  pay- 
ing a  specified  sum  toward  their  passage  to 
these  shores?  It  is  undignified;  it  creates 
an  unnecessary  expenditure  ol  public  mon- 
ey; it  invariably  leads  to  gross  abuses;  and 
it  rarely  accomplishes  any  good  result.  If 
the  government  were  to  provide  cheap 
lands,  properly  surveyed,  and  enact  proper 
laws  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property, 
for  free  schools  and  for  economical  trans- 
portation of  marketable  products,  the  emi- 
grating classes  would  soon  find  their  way 
here  of  their  own  accord.  The  govern- 
ment, however,  wishes  to  protect  the  old- 
fashioned  planter,  the  large  landed  estates, 
and  hence  it  is  thought  necessary  to  enact 
laws  for  the  introduction  of  contract  labor- 
ers, under  conditions  strangely  similar  to 
the  old  "coolie  regulations,'"  instead  of 
providing  liberal  laws  for  free  immigration 
and  settlement,

The  speculative 
broken  out  in  this  city,  is 
which  have  from  time  to  tint 
other  countries  that  110  one  ought  to  be  d. 
ceived.  Wealth  was  never  yet  created  by  a 
mere  decree,  nor  by  promises  to  pay,  nor 
by  pretentious  banks  and  companies,  and 
we  sec  no  reason  for  believing  that  the  pres- 
ent case  is  to  be  an  exception.  All  these 
imposing  companies,  with  all  their  tempting 
displays  of  fictitious  capital  anil  promises  of 
unparalleled  returns,  ate  nothing  more  than 
the  crudest  of  speculative  deceptions.  No 
one  ought  to  be  deceived  by  them  for  one 
moment,  and  yet  it  is  a  painful  fact  that  a 
very  large  majority  of  the  public  is  deceived. 
It  ought  to  be  apparent  that  there  is  not 
capital  enough  in  this  city  to  organize  and 
put  into  operation  all  the  companies  adver- 
tised; it  ought  to  be  apparent  that  there  is 
no  economic  demand  for  the  greater  part  of 
them,  and  only  a  limited  demand  for  many 
others;  it  ought  to  be  apparent  that  the 
very  worst  "strikers"  and  speculators  in  this 
city  are  at  the  head  of  many  of  diese  pre- 
tentious enterprises;  it  ought  to  be  known 
that  no  industrial  undertaking  can  succeed 
without  efficient  and  experienced  manage- 
ment, which  these  organizations  do  not 
promise;  it  ought  to  be  understood  that  too 
large  a  capital  is  a  burden  on  any  industrial 
concern;  and  it  ought,  above  all  things,  to 
be  clearly  understood  that  the  creations  of 
curbstone  brokers  and  stock-market  specu- 
lators,, however  attractive  and  promising 
they  may  be,  should  always  be  treated  with 
suspicion.  There  is  absolutely  no  basis  for 
this  present  state  of  affairs;  nine-tenths  of 
all  these  companies  are  no  more  than  bub- 
bles whose  manifest  destiny  is  to  burst.  Our 
friends  will  be  wise  to  let  them  entirely 
alone,  and  to  keep  their  affairs  well  in  hand 
against  the  reaction  which  must  inevitably 
come  before  this  city  is  many  months  older.

IMMIGRA  T/ON. 


Decree  No.  528  of  June  28th  regulates  the  intro- 
duction and  localization  of  immigrants  in  the  Uni- 
ted Slntes  of  Brazil.  It  is  too  long  for  transcrip- 
tion, but  a  very  concise  summary  will  perhaps 
serve  every  purpose. 

Every  nble-bndied  man  may  be  an  immigrant  for 
Brazil,  except  fugitives  from  justice,  Asiatics  ami 
Africans;  the  latter  may,  however,  be  permitted  to 
enter  the  country  through  an  Act  of  Congress. 
Beggars  and  paupers  will  also  lie  excluded  from 
the  republic. 

Commanders  of  steamers  will  incur  fines  of  from 
2,000$  to  5,000$  for  infringing  the  foregoing  reg- 
ulations and  the  vessels  will  lose  packet  rights 
upon  a  second  delinquency. 

The  federal  government  will  grant  full  passage 
money  only  to:  families  of  agriculturists;  bachelors 
of  over  18  and  under  50  years  of  aye,  provided  they 
are  agricultural  laborers;  mechanical  and  industrial 
laborers;  artisans  and  domestic  servants,  of  the 
ages  above  prescribed.  Invalids  and  the  physically 
deformed  will  only  receive  passages  if  they  form  a 
part  of  the  families  referred  to,  and  the  number  of 
artisans  and  domestic  servants  is  restricted. 

The  state  (sic)  will  grant  120  Irancs  per  capita 
for  every  adult  brought  to  the  country  by  maritime 
companies  requesting  the  subvention,  children  to 
be  paid  for  in  proportion.  Ail  immigrants  brought 
tn  under  contracts  must  he  accompanied  by  rolls 
certified  to  by  Brazilian  consuls  specifying  name, 
age,  condition  and  profession,  together  with  the 
degree  of  relationship  between  members  of  a  family . 
Immigrants  to  receive  assisted  passages  must  de- 
clare at  what  locality  in  the  republic  they  propose 
to  settle,  and  only  agriculturists  will  be  sent  at 
government  expense  to  their  destinations  under 
guarantee  ol  employment.  Mechanics,  etc.,  will 
declare  that  they  will  solicit  no  lavors  beyond  trans- 
portation to  their  destination.  The  declarations 
herein  referred  to  must  be  made  before  the  Brazil- 
ian consular  authorities  and  filed  by  the  inspector 
general  of  lands  and  colonization. 

Immigrants  imported  for  private  companies  will 
not  enjoy  assisted  passages  unless  the  importers 
sign  bonds  to  lurnish  them  with  sustenance  until 
they  can  themselves  earn  it;  the  importers  will  lie 
held  responsible  for  any  disregard  of  this  obliga- 
tion. 

Landlords,  banks,  companies  and  proprielers  of 
private  nuclei  to  obtain  immigrants  must  present 
to  the  inspector  general  above  referred  to  a  request 
specifying  nge,  number  of  individuals,  or  families, 
required,  their  nationality,  as  well  as  the  advanta- 
ges offered,  according  to  the  service  required.  A 
copy  of  this  request  will  be  sent  to  the  contractor 
ol  transportation  who  will  have  il  translated  into 
the  vernacular  of  the  country  to  which  ilie  immi- 
grants asked  lor  belong;  the  amount  of  the  salary 
offered  being  indicated  in  their  money.  This  doc- 
ument, passed  in  duplicate,  will  be  signed  by  the 
immigrant  with  a  declaration  that  he  accepts  the 
proposed  conditions;  one  to  be  delivered  him  and 
the  other  sent  to  the  inspector  of  lands  and  coloni- 
zation in  Rio. 

Immigrants  will  have  government  protection  for 
six  months  after  arrival,  during  which  time  certain 
changes  of  residence  are  authorized. 

Appeal  is  granted  to  the  minister  of  agriculture 
for  immigrants,  but  the  process  appears  somewhat 
complicated. 

Navigation  companies  that  introduce  at  least 
10,000  immigrants  in  a  year,  without  any  complaint 
whatever  being  alleged  against  them,  will  be  en- 
titled to  a  premium  of  100,000  francs. 

Provisions  are  made  for  sending  home  widows 
orphans  and  the  victims  of  disasters  under  pre- 
scribed conditions. 

Formalities  are  prescribed  for  landlords  requir- 
ing laborers,  such  as  the  description  ol  the  lands, 
means  of  communication,  etc.,  and  the  division 
into  lots.  A  curious  clause  is  that  which  slates 
that  the  center  of  the  estate  must  not  be  more 
than  13.200  metres,  say  about  16  yards,  distant 
fronj  the  nearest  railway  station. 

Lots  will  be  sold  to  immigrants  with  families  at 
from  25$  to  50$  per  hectare,  a  house  worth  200$ 
to  be  on  the  lot;  payment  for  these  lots  are  to  ex- 
tend over  10  years  to  count  from  the  second  year, 
and  9  per  cent,  per  annum  may  he  added  by  the 
vendors,  who  are  obliged  to  furnish  tools  and  seed 
to  immigrants,  charging  them  with  the  same  upon 
the  provisional  titles  to  their  lots,  which  lots  are 
to  be  hypothecated  to  the  sellers  until  the  immi- 
grant completes  the  last  payment. 


Default  for  two  years  by  the  purchase  in  lilt 
payments  may  mean  loss  of  the  lot,  he  to  lone  the 
value  of  the  improvements  made  and  one-half  the 
amount  paid  on  account;  If  he  abandons  the  lot  all 
■eclnmations  are  void, 

Rewnrds  are  offered  persons  establishing  Immi- 
grants, varying  according  to  the  merits— or  capital 
—of  tlie  various  categories  of  parties  likely  to  im- 
port them;  5, 000$  is  offered  the  landlord  who  has 
100  families  fairly  (lesulamteHte)  established. 

A  provision  is  finally  made  that  natives  are  not 
excluded  from  figuring  as  immigrants  to  the  extent 
of  25  per  cent.

INCOMPATIBILITY    OF     THE    CLERGY. 

A  morning  journal,  referring  yesterday  to  Art.

Decree  No,  524  of  June  sbth,  iSi)o. 

The  Gencral-in-clnei,  Manoel  Deodoro  da  Fon- 
seca.  chief  of  the  provisional  government  of  the 
Republic  of  the  United  States  of  Brazil,  constituted 
by  the  army  and  navy,  in  the  name  of  the  nation: 
Considering  that  the  development  which  rail- 
ways are  assuming  in  all  the  territory  of  the  re- 
public demands  that  as  to  the  respective  concess- 
ions the  privileges  of  the  federal  government  should 
be  clearly  discriminated  from  those  of  the  govern- 
ents  of  the  states; 

Considering  that  the  dispositions  of  Circular  No. 
2  of  January  161I1,  1S73,  and  those  of  the  regula- 
tions attached  to  Decree  No.  5561  of  February  28th 
1S74,  regulating  this  matter,  should  be  modified, 
not  only  in  attention  to  the  inconveniences  which 
:n  practice  they  have  manifested,  but  also  in  adopt- 
ng  them  to  the  present  organization  ol  the  country, 
Decrees: 

Ait.  /. — It  is  exclusively  the  privilege  of  the  fed- 
eral government  to  grant,  concessions  ol  railways  in 
the  following  cases : 

I. — When  they  unite  the  capitals  of  states  with 
the  seat  of  the  federal  government,  in  accommodat- 
ing the  economic  interests  of  the  nation  wilh  the 
strengthening  of  the  political  lies  of  the  Union. 

II.  — When  they  establish  communications  be- 
tween the  territory  of  the  republic  and  neighboring 
countries,  satisfying  international  interests. 

III. — When  they  fulfill  strategic  purposes  rela- 
tive in  the  deleiw  of  the  national  territory,  or  di- 
rectly lead  to  the  frontiers,  or  to  strategic  points 
chosen  conveniently. 

Pa ragtaph. — Railways  included  in  the  three  hy- 
potheses of  this  article  will  form  a  part  of  a  general 
plan  of  communication  which  will  he  organized  to 
serve  as  a  basis  for  the  respective  concessions. 

Art.  3. — To  the  government  of  each  state  per- 
tains the  granting  of  concessions  for  railways  with- 
in the  respective  territory,  having  for  an  end  the 
connection  of  populous  centers,  or  productive  re- 
gions, either  with  the  lines  of  general  communica- 
tion, or  with  porls  situated  on  their  own  coasts. 

$  I. — [f  the  lines  are  to  be  extended  into  the 
territory  of  a  neighboring  state,  the  concession  will 
depend  upon  an  agreement  between  the  govern- 
ments of  the  interested  states. 

§  2. — The  authority  of  the  state  governments  to 
decree  the  construction  of  railways  in  their  respec- 
tive territory  will  he  subject  to  the  following  re- 
strictions, in  relation  lo  the  genera!  communica- 
tion: 

a  \— If  the  railway  is  to  form  an  extension  ol 
another  line  of  the  general  system,  the  concession 
can  only  be  granted  under  the  previous  express 
declaration  of  consent  from  the  federal  government; 
b  "]-— If  it  constitutes  a  branch  of  the  general  sys- 
tem it  will  depend  upon  an  agreement  with  the 
federal  government  as  to  the  point  of  junction  and 
the  gauge  of  the  line; 

c  \—  Whether  in  junction  with  a  line  of  the  gen- 
eral system  or  crossing  it  in  seeking  a  port  or  con- 
nection with  another  private  line,  the  concession 
may  not  be  granted  without  the  express  consent  of 
the  federal  government. 

(/  ]— If  it  shall  be  parallel  to  a  line  of  the  general 
system,  situated  within  100  kilometres  of  the  said 
line,  the  concession  will  depend  upon  the  consent 
of  the  federal  government. 

Art.  j.  —  Beyond  the  cases  provided  for  in  the 
preceding  articles,  the  federal  government  will 
decree  the  construction  of  railways  within  the  ter- 
ritory of  a  state,  when  they  shall  be  necessary  to 
connect  military  or  industrial  establishments  work- 
ed .by  the  said  government  to  the  general  system 
of  communication,  or  tonseaport,  to  meet  fiscal  in- 
terests on  the  frontiers.  If,  however,  there  is  con- 
venience that  the  state  should  realize  the  construc- 
tion ol  the  said  line  in  satisfaction  of  economic  pur- 
poses, the  intervention  of  the  federal  government 
will'be  limited  to  assisting  the  construction  of  the 
line  by  a  pre-established  agreement. 

Ait.  4.—  The  federal  government  may  extend  aid 
to  any  state  for  the  construction  of  lines  to  it  per- 
taining, when  resources  are  wanting  to  their  reali- 
zation. This  aid,  however,  will  be  extended  only 
upon  application  and  will  be  limited  to  indirect 
means  from  which  shall  not  result  direct  or  definite 
onus  tc  the  Union. 

Art.  3. — The  federal  government  may  enter  into 
agreement  with  those  of  the  states  for  the  construc- 
tion of  lines  to  it  pertaining,  the  general  interests 
which  those  lines  are  to  serve  being  secured. 

Citizen  Francisco  Glyceric,  Minister  and  Secre- 
tary of  State  lor  the  Affairs  of  Agriculture,  Com- 
merce and  Public  Works,  will  thus  have  it  exe- 
cuted.

MONOPOLIES, 

The  opinion  of  the  minister  of  agriculture  on 
monopolies  (privileges)  appears  10  indicate  a  very 
healthful  reaction  from  the  old  system,  and  even 
from  that  inaugurated  in  the  department  of  finance. 
In  reply  to  a  petition  lor  one  of  these  pernicious 
favors,  published  in  the  Dim  to  Official  ol  July  3rd, 
he  says  : 

Bachnrel  Jose  Jonquim  Ramos  Ferreira  and  an- 
other asking  an  exclusive  privilege  for  30  years,  in 
this  capital  and  the  stale  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  for 
establishing  a  laclory  destined  lo  the  manufacture 
of  rubber  goods  and  the  vulcanisation  of  this 
material,  with  its  application  to  the  arts  and 
industries, 

It  is  refused  for  the  following  reasons  ; 

A  privilege  is  an  odious  proceeding,  because, 
being  utilized  only  by  one  or  a  few,  it  excludes  all 
others,  and  lor  this  ought  only  to  be  conceded  in 
very  particular  and  exceptional  cases. 

It  is  unjust  and  illiberal,  in  view  of  being  op- 
posed lo  1  he  right  and  liberty,  which  all  individuals 
possess  who  are  members  of  a  social  organization, 
of  developing  anil  applying  llieir  powers  and 
activity  in  the  labor  and  exploitation  {exploracSo) 
of  every  lawful  industry,  once  they  are  aide  lo 
dispose  of  the  necessary  aptitudes  and  recourses  lo 
the  end  111  view,  with  the  only  restriction  of  con- 
forming with  llie  legal  prescriptions  applicable  lo 
the  case. 

It  is  anti-economic,  because  it  kills  competition 
which,  based  on  the  law  ol  supply  and  demand,  is 
the  great  regulating  principle  of  the  improvement 
and  development  of  industries  in  all  thdir  branches 
and  varieties,  and,  in  consequence,  ol  the  progress 
of  states. 

It  is  an  odious  monopoly  which  cienles  a  regimen 
of  positive  inequality  between  llie  members  ol  a 
social  organization  and  as  such  is  incompatible 
with  the  free  institutions  ol  the  republican  system 
adopted  by  the  new  political  constitution. 

In  this  capital  and  in  the  stales  then-  exist 
diversi;  industrial  enterprises  which  are  operating 
without  concessions  of  privileges.  Consequently 
it  would  he  unjnsl  to  concede  the  one  which  the 
petitioners  propose  lo  organize. 

According  to  economic  principles  and  l hose  of 
law,  it  is  understood  that  tlieie  shall  be  privileged 
only  llie  inventions  ol  human  ingenuity,  winch 
constitute  the  properly  of  their  authors,  or  ol  the 
great  enterprises  which,  because  of  their  magnitude, 
employ  ami  risk  immense  sums  of  capital,  and 
never  could  through  any  other  medium  realize  iheir 
great  purposes. 

The  spirit  and  letter  of  the  law  No.  3,129,  of 
14th  October,  1S82,  which  among  Us  regulates  this 
important  assumption,  is  inspired  with  these  prin- 
ciples and  as  such  is  opposed  lo  the  privilege 
sought  for.

—The  epidemic  of  small-pox  in  Pernambuco  still 
continues  unabated. 

— A  telegraphic  estimate  from  the  governor  ol 
Parahyba  gives  that  slate  a  population  ol  over 
6oo,000  souls. 

—  ft  is  announced  that  the  city  of  Piracicaha, 
Sao  Paulo,  will  be  lighted  by  electricity  in  about 
eighteen  months  hence. 

—A  steam  laundry  was  "solemnly  opened"  in 
Sao  l'aulo  on  the  3rd  in  presence  of  the  governor 
of  the  state  and  the  minister  of  agriculture. 

— There  appears  to  be  some  considerable  friction 
at  Ohio  Preto.  The  municipal  employes  want  to 
get  up  a  manifestation  to  the  governor,  while  the 
people  are  opposed. 

—The  clerical  party  has  been  organized  at  Onro 
Preto,  Minus  Geraes,  but  not  without  trouble  bet- 
ween llie  priests  and  some  laymen  who  wished  to 
manage  the  parly  (or  themselves. 

— On  the  3rd  the  Jwnal  do  Commotio  says  that 
a  "furnisher  Of  fond"  in  Cear.i  who  was  "crooked" 
to  the  extent  of  40,000$,  hail  been  ai  rested  and 
would  he  prosecuted,  but  gives  no  name, 

— ( in  the  3rd  the  Diano  de  Not'utas  publishes  an 
extract  from  a  Sorocaba  journal  which  gives  an 
account  of  a  parish  priest  buying  an  Italian  girl,  16 
years  old,  from  her  brother  for  500$  and  ruining 
the  unhappy  child. 

—  A  strike  occurred  in  the  Rheingantz  lactory  at 
Rio  Grande  on  the  2nd,  about  500  operatives  going 
out  on  account  of  difficulties  with  the  inspector,  an 
Englishmen.  The  directors  refused  to  dismiss  the 
inspector,  and  hence  the  strike. 

—  l.t.  Commander  Belfort  Vieira  lias  been  ap- 
pointed governor  ol  Maranhao,  and  the  captain  of 
the  general  stall,  jo'ui  do  Rego  Barms,  is  to  pre- 
side over  Piauliy.  The  army  and  navy  are  thus 
represented  in  the  government  formed  in  name  of 
the  nation. 

— The  governor  of  Sao  Paulo  is  considering  a 
proposition  from  Mr.  Morris  N.  Kohn  to  endow 
that  state  with  a  great  silk  factory.  The  silk 
worm  is  to  be  encouraged  and  Morris  is  to  have  a 
25  years  monopoly  free  from  all  state  and  mun- 
icipal  taxation. 

— The  Gazel.i  da  Bahia  of  the  29th  nlto.  reports 
a  severe  epidemic  of  small-pox  at  Alagoinhas  in  the 
interior  of  liahia.  There  were  then  150  cases  in  the 
place,  which  is  a  small  town,  and  the  epidemic  was 
rapidly  increasing.  There  is  a  great  want  of  medi- 
cines, physicians  and  nurses. 

—  Recent  advices  from  Pernambuco  state  that  the 
epidemic  of  small-pox  there  is  steadily  increasing. 
The  total  number  of  deaths  in  May  was  554,  of 
which  209  were  from  small-pox.  During  the  first 
20  days  in  June  the  total  was  431,  of  which  200, 
or  nearly  50%,  were  from  the  reigning  epidemic. 

_A  telegram  from  Joinville,  Santa  Catharina, 
says  that  the  Parana  authorities  have  decreed  toll- 
houses for  the  frontier  districts  contested  by  Santa 
Catharina,  which  are  imposing  serious  commercial 
restrictions  and  causing  great  prejudice  to  the 
matte  industry.  These  frontier  toll-barriers  ought 
now  to  be  discarded. 


—Bahia  celebrated  a  special  holiday  on  the  2nd. 
Did  it  ever  occur  to  any  one  that  this  is  practically 
encouraging  and  legalizing  idleness  and  organized 
loafing? 

—A  telegram  dated  Maranhao  011  the  2nd  says 
that  llie  uncle  of  the  governor's  secretary  had  pro- 
posed to  the  municipal  itttendencia  a  telegraphic 
request  that  the  government  would  retain  Governor 
Porciuncola  in  office,  but  that  three  intendentes 
voted  against  it,  and  the  governor  remarking  on 
(heir  action,  the  three  discontents  handed  in  their 
resignations. 

— The  Matto  Grosso  telegraph  line  commission 
has  reached  a  place  called  Allemao,  Goyaz,  some 
432  kilometres  beyond  Ubcrabn.  With  the  assist- 
once  ol  laborers  employed  on  the  spot  it  is  expected 
that  the  wires  will  be  strung  through  to  the  capital 
of  Goyaz  in  about  two  months.  The  fever  season 
is  now  over,  but  the  members  of  the  commission 
are  still  weak  and  unable  to  make  rapid  progress. 

— The  assassin  Alfredo  Campos,  who  killed  his 
wife  at  Ponla  Grossa,  Parana,  for  unfaithfulness, 
was  unanimously  absolved  a  second  time  on  the 
27th  till.  It  was  made  out  that  an  appeal  from  his 
firs!  acquittal  was  due  to  his  being  a  republican. 
If  not  loo  Sale,  we  would  like  10  ask  what  was 
done  wilh  the  wife's  seducer?  Killing  the  poor 
woman  and  letting  her  more  guiliy  companion  go 
free,  does  not  strike  us  as  a  very  high  grade  of 
justice.

— A  man  named  Jose  de  Azevedo  was  run  over 
ami  killed  on  the  Santa  Cruz  branch  u(  the  Central 
railway  on  the  night  of  the  28th  ult. 

—The  government  has  conceded  an  extension 
of  six  months  lor  the  construction  id  the  Rio  and 
Northern  extension  from  A  real  to  Enlre  Rios,  im- 
posing :i  find  of  1 2,000$  for  the  same. 

—  Under  the  conditions  of  the  new  tail  way  de- 
cree, il  will  be  inieresling  to  know  where  llie  Males 
derive  anv  real  advantage.  Afler  the  national  gov. 
eminent  has  granted  ils  special  lines,  and  in  view 
of  the  resit  inion-.  imposed  upon  all  others,  ibeie  is 
very  little  lett  m  the  slate  governments.  This  is  a 
federal  union  with  a  vengeance! 

—The  prospectus  of  the  "Estrada  de  Ferro  e 
Navegacao  do  Norte  do  Brazil"  company,  capital 
14,000,000$,  states  the  objects  are:  the  con- 
struction and  working  ol  the  Tamandare,  Pernam- 
buco, railway  and  the  Aracajti  and  Simao  Dias, 
Sergipe,  railway  ;  llie  first  about  175  and  llie  killer 
198  kilometres  in  extension  and  each  having  a 
guarantee  of  6  per  cent,  on  30,000$  per  kilometre. 
The  company  blither  proposes  to  establish  nav- 
igation facilities  between  Rio  and  the  slates  of 
Sergipe,  Bahia,  etc.,  and  also  between  the  various 
northern  stales.  A  foreign  loan  for  I0,ooo,000$  is 
also  mentioned  in  the  prospectus,  and  only  20  per 
cent,  of  the  nominal  capital  will  be  called  up. 


RIVER  PLA  TE  ITEMS. 

—  The  May  customs  receipts  at  Buenos  Aires 
amounted  1015,949,143. 

—The  May  customs  receipts  at  Montevideo 
amounted  to  $914,484.22,  against  $839,625.86  in 
the  same  month  of  last  year. 

—  At  a  meeting  of  the  Argentine  cabinet  on  the 
2nd,  Minister  Saenz  Pefia  is  reported  to  have  de- 
clared the  financial  situation  to  be  most  perilous, 

—  It  will  interest  our  general  of  finance  to  see 
that  the  gold  premium  is  going  up  at  Buenos  Aires 
in  spile  of  the  50%  of  import  duties  now  collected 
in  gold. 

—The  new  foreign  loan  has  again  fallen  through 
at  Buenos  Aires.  It  ought  to  he  apparent  to  the 
Argentines  by  this  time  that  borrowing  themselves 
out  of  a  difficulty  is  a  recourse  which  can  not  be 
practised  indefinitely. 

—The  budget  estimates  of  the  Uruguayan  gov- 
ernment for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  place  the  receipts 
at  $16,143,000  and  expenditures  $16,081,247.  As 
the  real  expenses  always  exceed  the  estimates,  the 
balance  will  probably  lie  on  the  other  side  before 
next  June. 

—  It  is  amusing,  even  if  it  is  pitiful.  Although 
the  financial  question  is  the  critical  theme  of  the 
moment,  the  Uruguayan  Congress  is  devoting  its 
energies  to  the  abolition  of  Latin  from  the  public 
schools,  while  the  Argentines  are  now  addressing 
themselves  to  the  abolition  ol  capital  punishment. 
Both  parlies  ought  to  offer  a  subvention  to  the  fool- 
killer. 

— The  robberies  in  the  Buenos  Aires  custom- 
house have  become  so  extensive  and  frequent  that 
the  happy-go-lucky  system  of  receiving  and  dis- 
patching goods  without  proper  entries  is  to  be 
hereafter  changed  lo  that  heartless  method  of  mak- 
ing a  record  of  everything.  This  will  be  hard  on 
the  officials  whose  honor  is  impugned  and  their 
duties  increased,  hut  it  will  prevent  their  stealing 
all  1  he  same. 

— Sr.  Lapeyre,  the  pushing/V/i1  politico  of  the  de- 
partment of  Rocha,  has  conceived  the  happy  idea  of 
establishing  a  joint  stock  sheep  fold,  or  cabana, 
especially  designed  for  breeding  and  improving  the 
breed  of  sheep  and  cattle.  The  affair  will  be  sup- 
ported by  a  popular  subscription  of  one  dollar 
monthly,  each  subscriber  receiving  certain  benefits. 
The  society  will  be  managed  in  the  usual  manner  by 
a  committee  elected  from  ihe  members,  and  one  of 
the  first  acts  afler  the  selection  ol  a  convenient  lo- 
cality, will  he  to  acquire  high  class  bulls  and  rams 
for  breeding  purposes.  We  consider  this  idea  a 
specially  happy  one  that  might  welt  be  imitated  in 
other  departments.  No  great  outlay  of  capital  is 
required,  whilst  a  real  benefit  is  promised  in  the 
opportunities  offered  for  improving  the  breed  of  live 
■stock  in  a  general  manner  and  at  a  small  cost. 
We  recommend  the  idea  to  all  the  estancieros  in 
the  republic, — Rive*  Plate  Times,  Montevideo, 
June  25.

— On  the  3rd  the  ex-warden  of  the  House  of 
Correction  publishes  in  the  Jotnal  do  Commotio  a 
statement  that  should  lead  the  chief  of  the  provis 
ional  government  to  vigorously  focalize  certain 
members  of  his  family. 

— Admiral  Wandenkolk  thinks  his  people  are  en 
lirely  too  hard  worked  at  Pemambuco  in  shipping 
and  landing  high-toned  people  (fmoas  g>ada$), 
officers,  etc.,  and  has  notified  the  departments  of 
war  and  justice  to  this  effect.

The 
satisfied  appearance  of  the  minister  ol  finance 
shows  lhat  "his  little  hatchet"  did  it,  but  the  shade 
in  the  background  inusl  mean  the  declaration  ol 
the  original  committee  that  it  was  not  responsible 
for  the  Magna  Charta, 

— In  view  of  the  constant  corrections  made  in 
published  decrees,  said  lo  be  caused  hy  typograph- 
ical omissions  and  errors,  would  it  not  be  well  for 
the  government  to  use  a  litlle  more  care  ?  These 
repeated  corrections  indicate  very  careless  work 
and  are  far  from  creditable.  In  the  matter  of  the 
new  constitution,  which  compelled  us  to  publish  an 
ertala,  the  blunder  was  one  of  revision,  and  not  of 
the  printer.

THE  CRICKET  MA  TCil. 

The  return   match  between  the  Rio  and  Buenos 

Aires  clubs— the  first  having  been  played  some  two 
years  ago  at  the  latter  place— look  place  at  the  Kua 
I'aysandii  grounds  on  the  2nd  and  3rd  inst.  Al- 
though the  field  was  a  little  soft  afler  ihe  recent 
rains,  it  was  in  a  fairly  good  condition  and  the 
weather  was  everything  thai  could  be  wished.  The 
attendance,  however,  was  not  large,  owing  to  the 
run  of  festivities  in  llie  cily  over  the  American 
squadron,  and  to  the  unavoidable  circumstance  thai 
the  game  had  to  be  played  on  two  of  tbe  few  legal 
working  days  left  lo  us. 

Owing  to  threatening  weather  and  a  slight  rain 
Wednesday  forenoon,  it  was  feared  for  a  time  that 
the  match  would  have  to  be  postponed,  but  at  mid- 
day the  sky  cleared  and  tbe  game  began,  the  Rio 
team  drawing  ihe  first  innings.  Tbe  ground  was 
at  first  very  dead,  consequently  making  runs  was 
difficult.  Wheatley  and  Youle  commenced,  and 
the  former  from  the  fust  ball  gave  a  difficult  chance 
to  the  bowler,  which  he  fail edjfl-  hold.  The  play- 
ing was  animated,  nnd  was  distinguished  by  some 
excelleii!.,JVlriing  by  the  visitors  as  soon  as  they 
were  able  lo  measure  the  batting  strength  of  the 
Rio  men.  The  total  score  of  this  innings  was  67, 
10  which  Wheatley  contributed  40— the  best  indi 
vidual  score  ol  the  match. 

Buenos  Aires  then  went  in  to  the  bowling  of 
Slater  and  Wheatley,  and  it  was  soon  evident  that 
die  heavy  ground  embarrassed  them  very  materially. 
Their  wickets  fell  rapidly  and  their  first  innings 
ended  with  a  score  of  only  53, 

In  their  second  innings  Kio  began  badly,  and  the 
wickets  fell  rapidly  until  Wheatley  and  Ford  got 
together  and  kepi  up  their  wickets  until  time  was 
called,  losing  6  wickets  for  3oruns.  The  Rio  team 
showed  considerable  nervousness,  and  the    outlook 

for  them  at  Ihe  close  of  the  day  was  thought  to  be 
decidedly  unfavorable. 

On  Thursday  the  playing  of  Wheatley  and  Ford 
virtually  saved  llie  situation.      They  bit  freely  and 

ran  the  score  up  to  a  figure  which  afforded  general 
encouragement  for  the  result.  At  tbe  close  of  the 
innings  the  Rio  team  had  scored  77,  leaving  92  for 
Buenos  Aires  to  win, 

Tbe  last  innings  was  probably  the  most  exciting 
contest  ever  seen  on  Ihe  Rio  grounds.  The 
wickets  of  tbe  Buenos  Aires  men  (el!  rapidly,  with 
the  exception  of  Gifiord,  Kennard  and  Mills,  who 
made  an  admirable  fight  for  llie  victory,  the  first  of 
whom  played  a  noticeably  patieiil  and  steady  game, 
scoring  36,  and  winning  hearty  applause.  His  wicket 
was  Ihe  last  to  fall,  with  the  score  7  short  of  the 
desired  92.  The  enthusiasm  over  the  result  was 
tremendous,  the  visitors  receiving,  and  deserving, 
lully  as  much  credit  as  the  victors.  It  was  a 
defeat  which  had  not  the  slightest  sting  in  it. 
The  score  was  as  follows,  Messrs.  Maude  and 
Brown  acting  as  umpire  and  scorer  for  Rio,  and 
Messrs.  Mosley  and  Luckman  for  Buenos  Aires  :
